was going to patch the hole in the 
ear to prevent cold air entering.

leaving the car he .slammed the side 
door shut and it locked of its own 
accord making lits two sons prison­ 
ers. 
Ju st as Mr. Thomas left the ear 
lie stepped on an adjacent track in 
front of a fast passenger train mov­ 
ing at thirty-five miles an hour in a n ­ 
other direction. 
Ile was hurled sev­ 
eral feet and was picked up a short 
time later by section men and sent 
on a fast train to a Chicago hospital. 
Ile lived three hours after being hit 
by the train and was able to tell the 
attendants at the hospital his name 
and the address of his widow, Huron, 
S. D. Mr. Thomas’ right shoulder and 
arm were badly crushed and his spine 
twisted. 
Only one mark of the acci­ 
dent was seen on his face, a sight 
scratch under the chin.

SALES OF STOCK 
SO MANIPULATED 


As to Bring About High or 


Low Level of Prices. 


THIS IS FORMALLY ADMITTED 


Former President of the Stock Ex­ 
change and Present Member cf the 
v - - - e 0n the Witness 
Stand Some of the Very Things the 
Pujo Committee Has Set Out to Find 
Out in Relation to Money Trust. 


Washington, Dec. IS.—On the wit­ 
hes 
-land before the Palo investigat­ 
ing committee Frank K. Sturgis, form­ 
er president of the New York Stock 
Exchange and now a member of the 
board of governors acknowledged that 
sales of stock on the “big board" were 
sometimes manipulated so as to bring 
about a high or a low level of prices. 
Mr. Sturgis insisted at first that this 
manipulation was designed to make 
the market seemingly active, and he 
wag not prep ired to condemn trading 
of this character. 
When pushed to 
acknowledgement that the real pur­ 
pose of most stock manipulation was 
to depress or raise prices, Mr. Sturgis 
said it was a m atter of Individual re­ 
sponsibility with members of the ex­ 
change, and one for which the ex­ 
change itself cannot he held account­ 
able. 
When asked if he believed that the 
exchange ought to punish manipula­ 
tions, he replied: 
“ Yes. when they anc of a heinous 
character." 
The heinousness, 
in 
his opinion, 
would consist in the extent of the dan­ 
ger of insolvency. 
At one point in the inquiry Mr. Stur­ 
gis replied affirmatively to a question 
a s 'to whether or not he approved of 
stock manipulation. 
“You are asking 
me a moral question and I am answer­ 
ing a stock exchange question,” he 
said. 
In the course of the inquiry sugges­ 
tion was made by counsel for the com­ 
mittee that some method be adopted 
by the stock exchange to prevent 
losses to customers through the re­ 
hypothecating by exchange brokers of 
the customers* securities. 
Mr. Unter- 
mver advanced for the committee the 
idea that brokers should be obliged to 
mark on their loan envelopes contain­ 
ing stock on which a customer owes 
money the amount that is borrowed 
on it. so that the bank will not lend 
more than is owed to the broker. 
Mr. 
Slur? is declared this would be im­ 
practicable. 
Tile committee listened to the com­ 
plaints of Miguel E. L’Aguero, presi­ 
dent of the Consolidated exchange, and 
other members of that body against 
the treatm ent that had been accorded 
to them by the governors of the big 
board. They contended that the stock 
exchange authorities were attempting 
to establish a monopoly. 
Later Mr. 
Sturgis was examined in regard to the 
controversy 
between 
the 
two 
ex­ 
changes and acknowledged that if the 
Consol idated 
brokers 
would 
double 
their commission charges it probably 
would be a “healing balm.” 
When Samuel Untermyer, counsel 
for the committee, first undertook to 
examine Mr. Sturgis In regard to stock 
m a n ip u la to rs on the exchange the 
member of the board of governors as­ 
serted that he was not familiar with it. 
“Who do you think could explain to 
us the process of manipulation on the 
stock exchange?” asked Mr. Unter­ 
myer. 
“I really do not know; I haven’t 
been on the floor of the exchange in 
two years,” replied the witness. 
Mr. Sturgis acknowledged that he 
had been surprised at the tables pre­ 
sented In evidence In regard to the 
dalings on the New York exchange. 
He had not known before that the en­ 
tire capital of a great corporation was 
sold and bought on the exchange one 
and a half times over In a single day. 
“These am acts of Individuals, the 
exchange has nothing to do with 
them,” said the witness.

Interesting Possibilities an Outcome 


of Recent Experiments. 
Despite the abundance 
of dieti­ 
tians, 
am ateur and 
professional, 
there is still room for a considerable 
increase of our knowledge regarding 
assimilation and nutrition. 
This is 
well illustrated in some recent exper­ 
iments by F. G. Hopkins of tho Cam­ 
bridge 
physiological 
laboratory iii 
England, the New York Evening Post 
remarks. Dr. Hopkins found that the 
addition of comparatively insignifi­ 
cant amounts of certain substances 
to his rations made all the difference 
between success and failure, lie was 
feeding rats on a carefully measured 
and purified ration, upon which they 
should, theoretically, have thriven. 
But they refused to grow. 
However, 
then he added to the ration 4 per cent 
of milk they began to climb almost 
like the famous beanstalk. 
The actual food value of tile small 
milk addition could not be considered 
an explanation. 
The first and ob­ 
vious conclusion seems to be that the 
milk acted as what is called a cat­ 
alyzer— that is. its mere presence had 
the power of promoting the absorp­ 
tion and assimilation of other food. 
It was proved that a small quantity 
of milk added to the diet reduced the 
quantity of the latter (used alone) 
necessary to produce a given increase 
of weight by 50 per cent. 
It appears that other experiment­ 
ers have 
obtained somewhat 
ana­ 
logous results by th** use of extracts 
of yeast. 
It is obvious enough that 
if these experiments mean what they 
seam to mean. viz..•that certain >ub- 
stances within our reach have the 
remarkable power of greatly increas­ 
ing the nutritive value of foods, very 
important result" in the sciences *»! 
human and animal feeding may be 
expected (*• follow them.

Stand Some of the Very Things the j 
Pujo Committee Has Set Out to Find 
Out in Relation to Money Trust. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—On the wit- 


ness ptand before the Piijo investigat- 
ing committee Frank K. Sturgis, form- 
er president of the New York Stock 
Exchange and now a member of the 
board of governors acknowledged' that 
sales of stock on the "big board" were 
sometimes manipulated so as to bring 
about a high or a low level of prices. 
Mr. Sturgis insisted at first that this 
manipulation was designed to make 
the market seemingly active, and he 
was not prepared to condemn trading 
of this character. When pushed to 
acknowledgement that the real pur- 
pose of most stock manipulation was 
to depress or raise prices, Mr. Sturgis 
said it was a matter of individual re- 
sponsibility with members of the ex- 
change, and one for which the ex- 
change itself cannot be held account- 
able, 
j 


When asked if he believed that the 


exchange ought to punish manipula- 
tions, he replied: 


"Yes. when they ane of a heinous 


character." 


The heinousness, in his opinion, 


would consist in the extent of the dan- 
ger of insolvency. 


At one point in the inquiry Mr. Stur- 


gia replied affirmatively to a question 
as'to whether or not he approved'of 
stock manipulation. "You are asking 
me a moral question and I am answer- 
Ing a stock exchange question," he 
said. 


In the course of the inquiry sugges- 


tion was made by counsel for the com- 
mittee that some method be adopted 
by the stock exchange to prevent 
losses to customers through the re- 
hypothecating by exchange brokers of 
the customers' securities. Mr. Unter- 
myer advanced for the committee the 
idea that brokers should be obliged to 
mark on their loan envelopes contain- 
ing stock on which a customer owes 
money the amount that is borrowed 
on it, so that the bank will not lend 
more than is owed to the broker. Mr. 
Sturgis declared this would be im- 
practicable. 


The committee listened to the com- 


plaints of Miguel E. L'Agtiero, presi- 
dent of the Consolidated exchange, and 
other members ot that body against 
the treatment that had been accorded 
to them by the governors of the big 
board. They contended that the stock 
exchange authorities were attempting 
to establish a monopoly. Later Mr. 
Sturgis was examined im regard to the 
controversy between the two ex- 
changes and acknowledged that if the 
Consolidated brokers would double 
their commission charges it probably 
would be a "healing balm." 


When Samuel Untermyer, counsel 


for the committee, first undertook to 
examine Mr. Sturgis In regard to stock 
manipulators on the exchange the 
member of the board of governors as- 
serted that he was not familiar with it. 


"Who do you think could explain to 


us the process of manipulation on the 
stock exchange?" asked Mr. 'Unter- 
myer. 


"I really do not know; I haven't 


been on the floor of the exchange in 
two years," replied the witness. 


Mr. Sturgis acknowledged that he 


had been surprised at the tables pre- 
sented in evidence In regard to the 
dalings on the New York exchange. 
He had- not known before that the en- 
tire capital of a great earporattoa wu 
cold and bought on the exchange one 
and a half time* over la a single day.

Interesting Possibilities an Outcome 


of Recent Experiments. 


Despite the abundance 
of dieti- 


tians,

i there is still room for a considerable 
.increase of our knowledge regarding 
assimilation and nutrition.

I well illustrated in some recent exper- 


j iments by F. G. Hopkins of the Cam- 


I bridge physiological laboratory in 


I England, the New York Evening Post 


j remarks. Dr. Hopkins found that the 
addition of comparatively insignifi- 
cant amounts of certain substances 
to his rations made all the difference 
between success and failure. He was 
feeding rats on a carefully measured 
and purified ration, upon which they 
should, theoretically, have thriven. 
But they refused to grow. However, 
vhen he added to the ration 4 per cent 
of milk they began to climb almost 
like the famous beanstalk. 


The actual food value of the small 


milk addition could not be considered 
an explanation. 
The first and ob- 


vious conclusion seems to be that ths 
milk acted as what is called a cat- 
alyzer—that is, its mere presence had 
the power of promoting the absorp- 
tion and assimilation of other food. 
It was proved that a small quantity 
of milk added to the diet reduced the 
quantity of the latter (used alone) 
necessary to produce a given increase 
of weight by 50 per cent. 


It appears that other experiment- 


ers have 
obtained somewhat ana- 


logous results by the use of extracts 
of yeast. It is obvious enough that 
if these experiments mean what they 
seam to mean, viz.,»that certain sub- 
stances within our reach have the 
remarkable power of greatly increas- 
ing the nutritive value of foods, very 
important results in the sciences of 
human and animal feeding may be 
expected to follow them. If, for ex-
